he did not wake up in time to attend 
the Fairbanks reception Tuesday morn- 
ing, early and coWaeit was at6 o'clock 
the hour appointed for the arrival of 
the vice-president's special. Fpr some 
enterprising spirits by 6:30 had some 
anvils thundering, and later ~the band 
serenaded tfie streets arousing those 
who had not responded to the anvils. .. 


Fortunately for the pride of the re- 


publicans the special was an hour late, 
otherwise the crowd would have been 
humiliatingly thin. As it was, when 
the train rolled in at seven there was 
a very Creditable crowd at the station, 
to see the "unloading"-though by no 
means as many as of a circus morning. 
The vice-president and his party were 
escorted to carriages and hurried to the 
Harris hotel for breakfast. 


After a half hour in the dining room 


the party repaired to the platform pre- 
pared in front where Mr. Fairbanks 
was introduced by Judge Winn to the 
waiting crowd consisting of several 
hundred men, women aud children. In 
his urbane manner, the vice-president 
beganjhis address with hat in hand. 
But soon the morning breeze proved 
too brisk for his scantily protected 
pate, so he very sensibly put on the lid. 
Scarcely had he finished the customary 
complimentary introduction—nice words 
about this new and fair land of oppor- 
tunity—just one or two sentences of 
a partisan nature intended to make re- 
publican votes but quick of comprehen- 
sion, estimating by the very limited 
applause, by even the 75 or 80 republi- 
cans present, that the several hundred
